CJC's  Competitive 


There's  a  firm  at  Coahoma  Junior  College.  It's  called  "Competive  Edge,"  a  sporting  goods  manufacturing  firm  with  23  sophomores  on  its  rolls. 
It  does  not  turnout  any  finished  productes,  but  it  cranks  out  a  lot  of  paper  work. 

"Competitive  Edge"  is  a  classroom  firm  being  used  by  the  head  of  the  department  of  Business  and  Commerce  at  CJC  Mrs.  Pat  Burt  Brown  in 
her  Production  Typewriting  Class. 

"The  purpose  of  the  class  is  to  provide  students  with  as  close  to  a  real  life  experience  as  possible  inside  the  classroom,"  says  Mrs.  Brown.  "The 
students  go  through  an  initial  interview  to  get  a  position  in  the  company  and  then  they  are  either  transferred  or  promoted  to  different  departments." 

Mrs.  Brown  is  both  the  instructor  and  company  director.  Before  "hiring,"  students  learn  to  type  resumes  and  letters  of  applications  which  they 
submit  as  part  of  their  class.  After  the  interview  with  Mrs.  Brown,  they  are  placed  in  one  of  the  several  departments  in  the  company. 

"Students  are  "hired"  as  Correspondence  Specialists  are  to  receive  training  in  Public  Relations,  Marketing,  Accounting,  Personnel,  Legal,  Pur- 
chasing, and  Executive  Offices.  They  learn  to  organize  and  type  memos,  conference  agendas,  business  letters,  manufactures  specifications,  pur- 
chase orders,  sales  invoices,  committee  assignments,  newsletters,  and  play  vouchers." 

When  the  students  become  proficient  in  one  area  (they  all  start  in  purchasing)  they  are  moved  to  another,  but  only  after  an  interview.  They  will 
work  their  way  through  eight  departments  in  this  semester. 

All  the  students  are  sophomores  majoring  in  Secretarial  Science  or  Clerical  Office  Trainees.  In  their  second  semester  they  will  be  placed  in  real 
life  jobs  both  on  and  off  campus  as  an  intern  before  graduating.
